There was: nothing that I can meet withall, that the 
other Party obje&ted againſt, and made matter of 
{cruple or unealineſs to the Party called Puritans, 
but they were ready to part withall, tho' they had 
before defended them fo well ; Biſhop Morton parti+ 
cularly, as any: ane knows that hath read his de- 
fence of the three innocent Ceremonies ; for by the 
by, you myſt know, that Party was not run fo far 
as now, asto write Books againſt Dioceſan Epiſco- 
pacy and ſtated Liturgies. Now if any Man ask 
me where things ſtuck at this ſeeming happy jun- 
Qure, and what hindered ſuch a blefled Accord, as 
without all doubt would: have made the Kingdom 
inſtead of a Field of Blood, a Garden of Egez, a Pa- 
radiſe of God ? Why truly I muſt deal plainly, for 
I put out theſe Papers with a reſolution to ſpare nor 
fatter any Party of Mgn, the Fault now lay at the 
Puritans door, and they who had Complained of Se- 
verity and Perſecution, and called the Biſhops, both 
in their Pulpits:-and private Converſation, by worſe 
Names, all things truly conſidered, than they did 
deſerve, only for exaftiag Conformity to the I.aws 
of the Church, and which they had ſubſcribed with 
their own Hands, to obſerve ; why now when'they 
ſaw their Party uppermoſt, and too great a Number, 
God knows, of the Houſe of Commons to fide with

they, I mean Mr. Ca/amy and the ref, thought them- 
{Ives ſo ſecure of the Power of the Nation, that 
nothing would ſerve their turn but Root and Branch, 
( a ſpirit roo much amongſt their Succefſors in'Prin- 
ciples at this very day ) and both Epifcapacy and 
Laturgy, all muſt be” facrificed and given up' to the 
Deſigns and Pretences of a prevailing Party,” who, 
God knows, thereby” involved three 'Kingdoins in 
Blood and Ruine, and have thereby entailed a ſpirir 
of Antipathy amongſt Neighbouring Families in all 
parts of the Nation ever lince : for had, this hope- 
ful Meeting at  Jeruſalem-Chamber obtained its de- 
fired effet, which I am ſure, if I know any thing 
in Hiſtory, the Conformable Clergy were very for- 
ward 'to promote, the. War, the difmal' War had 
been prevented, and all the wofull EffeQts of it too : 
For the deſigning Lords and Gentlemen, who had 
a mind to engroſs the Power and Riches of the: Na-. 
tion into their Hands; to rule both King' and Peo-. 
ple, could: never : have raiſed 'Men.. to have fought 
their Batrels, if they had not wheedted and ſeduced” 
rhe'' more caſie, Gentlemen' and the Common Peo- 
ple, by Pretences''that the Cauſe of God ,and Jeſus.
